Once again there is to be a series of 
International Moto-Cross events to be 
held in Australia and New Zealand at 
the end of this year and early 1969 — 
during the European winter but in South- 
ern Hemisphere's summer. 

There will be a series of 10 events, 5 
in Australia and 5 in New Zealand, First 
event will be held in Perth Western 








Australia, in mid-November, followed 
by weekly events in South "Australia, 
Victoria, New South Wales and Queens- 
land, when machines will be air-freighted 
across the Tasman Sea for the 5 events 
in New Zealand, The events will be run 
under F.I.M, Extra National Rules and 
any rider with a current F.I,M, Inter- 
national License may apply for engage- 
ment, i.e., English, European, American, 
Japanese, etc, 

Briefly, the financial arrangements 
are that Moto-Cross Enterprises, a 
section of the Manawatu Orion Motor 
Cycle Club, New Zealand, allocates each 
rider sufficient money to pay his return 
fare (by air) for his return trip, Inaddi- 
tion to this, accommodation and trans- 
port to and from the races in Australia 
and New Zealand is provided free of 
charge. Reasonable prize-money can be 
won at each event. Each competitor is 
entirely responsible for his own machine 
and the shipping of it to the first event in 
Perth Western Australia, and then from 
New Zealand back to his home, but the 
shipping and transport within Australia 
and New Zealand will be looked after by 
our organization — at no expense to the 
competitor. 

Any riders who are of International 
Class, and would be available during this 
period, i.e. November 1968 to February

COMPRESSION RELEASE DEBATE 


In response to the recent AMA ruling 
against compression releases, we be- 
lieve that this explanation will show that 
the compression release puts a two- 
cycle engine on an equal basis with a 
four-cycle engine when decelerating. 

When an engine is decelerating it is 
absorbing energy rather than producing. 
In both a four-cycle and a two-cycle en- 
gine friction is always absorbing energy. 
However, during deceleration much more 
energy is absorbed by the **pumping'' of 
air in and out of the combustion chamber. 

During the compression strokea great 
deal of energy is absorbed to compress 
the air in the cylinder, but after the 
piston starts down on the power stroke, 
this pressure then returns most of the 
energy to the system by pushing the pis- 
ton down again. In a two-cycle engine 
this is repeated over and over. Ina four- 
cycle the next stroke (exhaust) the airin 
the cylinder is pumped out the exhaust 
valve at the expense of energy and dur- 
ing the intake stroke more energy is 
expended to draw air back into the 
cylinder. 

When a compression release is used in 
a two-stroke, this same pumping action 
takes place. As the piston goes up it 
absorbs energy to pump air out the re- 
lease and since most of the air has been 
forced out of the combustion chamber the 
system must expend more energy to draw 
air in during its downward stroke. 

Another problem with a decelerating 
two-cycle is that it doesn’t completely 
stop firing when the throttle is closed. A 
four-cycle stops clean but a two-cycle 
produces the familiar ‘‘ring-a-ding’’ 
sound of erratic firing. 

This comes about because the fuel that 
is clinging to the surfaces of the induc- 
tion tract is vaporized by engine heat, 
then enters the combustion chamber 
where it is ignited, It occurs in both 
two- and four-cycle engines but the rea- 
son the effect is not as noticeable ina 
four-cycle is that the surfaces include 
only the intake port, the manifold and a 
portion of the carburetor throat, where- 
as in a two-cycle in addition to the car- 
buretor throat and manifold, the total 
surface area of the induction tract in- 
cludes the surfaces of the interior of the 
crankcase, the connecting rod, the crank- 
shaft, the underside of the piston, the 
lower portion of the cylinder wall and 
the transfer ports, So there is much 
more residual fuel fed to a two-cycle 
after the throttle is closed than there is 
a four-cycle. 

The compression release nullifies the 
effect of this residual fuel by preventing 
compression and its subsequent ignition 
and by allowing the fuel to escape the 
system unburnt, 

Since the compression release is a 
definite safety feature in all types of 
competition, outlawing of this device will 
create a hazard for riders of Shorttrack 
racing, Approximately 75% of all short 
track racers ride a two-cycle machine, 
This ruling is not only dangerous but 
could possibly kill the sport.

Legislative Notebook

It is doubtful that any government ever 
put more faith in the act of prohibition 
with as little justification as the govern- 
ment of the United States. The first re- 
sponse to the awareness that something 
is wrong is to regulate and then to 
prohibit. 

Although all evidence indicates thatno 
government can really prohibit the things 
its citizens want to do and although the 
result of prohibition is generally an in- 
crease in the prohibited activity...ac- 
companied by an increase in police, 
arrests, court hearings, prison popula- 
tion, etc., the lawmakers go on trying to 
solve problems by prohibition. Enforce- 
ment difficulties tend to be proportional 
to the number and enthusiasm of the 
people affected but there are also indi- 
cations that prohibitions, like fire- 
storms, generate their own climate, 
After prohibition occurs countless people 
who were previously unconcerned seem 
to become fascinated. ‘‘If it’s prohibited 
it has to be good.” 


It Didn't Work 


Two collosal failures come to mind, 

Half a century ago a constitutional 
amendment known as the Volstead Act 
attempted to prohibit the use of alcoholic 
beverages in the U.S. and succeeded only 
in popularizing liquor, creating a nation 
of imbibers and a giant syndicate to sup- 
ply their illegal needs, Throughout the 
probition era liquor of some sort was 
available for a price. 

A few years later the same thing was 
tried with narcotic drugs. First they 
were regulated with the Harrison Act, a 
tax act, A few years later certain drugs 
were prohibited. Yearly other drugs 
were added to the list, When this pro- 
hibition was obviously unsuccessful pen- 
alties were increased until some law- 
makers suggested the possession of a 
stick of pot should be a capital offense. 
Today there are more illegal drugs and 
more illegal drug users than at any time 
in history. No one knows how many be- 
cause when an activity is illegal there is 
no provision for measuring it. Estimates 
are that over half our population are 
sometime users of illegal drugs. (Offi- 
cials say marijuana use has increased 
1600% since penalties were so severely 
increased ten years ago, with other drug 
use increasing proportionally.) 


What Next? 

Still we think in terms of prohibition. 

The recent rash of political assasina- 
tions...President and Senator Kennedy, 
Dr. King, Lincoln Rockwell, Medgar 
Evers and Malcolm X, has burst upon the 
national awareness as though this sort of 
thing never happened before. Probably it 
is indicative of a national mood of un- 
rest that has a real message for our 
lawmakers. But they’re not getting the 
message, The cry is raised in panic, 
rage and fear and the cry is for prohibi- 
tion,..regulation and prohibition. 

“If we prohibit guns maybe people 
won’t want to kill. If we prohibit guns 
maybe all the unrest will disappear. 
Maybe this time guns won’t become the 
most prized objects in the country, 
passed secretly for great amounts of 
money. Maybe this time there won't bea 
vast corporation to supply the illegal 
needs. Maybe people who never owned a 
gun before won’t want to buy a contra- 
band gun just because it is illegal. 
Maybe this time will be different?’ It’s 
not likely but the familiar route is 
comfortable. 

And what about the philosophy of solu- 
tion by prohibition? What about the next 
step? What shall we prohibit tomorrow? 
After a few unexpected events what (or 
who) will the nation be ‘‘safer’’ without” 

Motorcycle people have heard the 
words regulate and prohibit connected 
with the word motorcycle often enough

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Class A Short Track retumed to the 
Southern California area Saturday night 
June 22 at Pacoima’s Whiteman Stadium, 
and if the show put on by some of the 
top names in motorcycle racing is any 
indication of things to come, it looks 
like more promoters will be installing 
cushion tracks to run these fuel-burners 
on. The general comment from the spec- 
tators was that here is real racing where 
the rider’s ability made a difference and 
not where money put into the engine 
makes a winner.

Main until sliding out. 


The track is 1/10 mile and has a base 
of decomposed granite and clay with a 
three-inch cushion of rock dust on top 
which allows some spectacular sliding 
when you put a machine on it that de- 
livers 50 ponies at the rear wheel, 

As this type of racing is new to most 
of the riders, it was decided by the of- 
ficials to run a regular progressive 
Short track program instead ofa regular 
speedway-type of program until the rid- 
ers get a little more experience in this 
type of racing, The program was made 
up of six heat races, four semi-mains 
.and three main events — A, B and C. 


The first heat found Rick Woods, a 
long-time short tracker aboard one of 
Jerry Fairchild'S JAP's, taking the win 
over Bruce Haserot, with Mike Konle 
third and Dave Stroman in fourth, The 
second heat was a run-away for Eddie 
Mulder (Eso) as Homer Knapp could not 
make it to the line and Dick Aurandt 
threw his chain in the first lap leaving 
Ron Bonner with a second place. 

The third heat was a battle between 
young John Hateley (JAP) and Sammy 
Tanner (JAP) with Hateley coming out on 
top and Bob Bender finishing third, 
JAP-mounted Steve Scott, who is well

known for his sliding ability, put on the 
show in the fourth heat and ran away 
from second place man Bob Bakker and 
third place Gordon Williams. The fifth 
heat pitted Jack O’ Brien and Chuck Jones 
(both on JAP's) in the fight for the lead 
with Jones taking it and Stu Morley com- 
ing in third, Fourth place man Dude 
Criswell (Eso) shook the pits up a little 
when he slid off the west corner, motored 
through the pits and back on the track 
again. The last heat went to Paul Con- 
serriere (JAP) with Jim Ashwalt second 
and Al Holley in third, The fastest heat 
of the night was the second which was 
won by Eddie Mulder at 63 seconds. 

As they lined up for the first semi, 
Woods had the pole with Mulder right 
next to him and when the flag dropped, 
Steady Eddie took the lead while Haserot 
grabbed second. Woods attempted to take 
Bruce on the backstraight, they bumped 
together and Wood’s footpeg found its 
way into Haserot’s front wheel and they 
both went down in a tangle of men and 
machines, Neither one of them was hurt, 
but Bruce's machine was done for the 
evening as the spokes in the front wheel 
had been destroyed, This left second 
place to Bonner and a position in the C 
main to Woods, 

The Second semi was equally exciting 
although it was without incident as Scott 
and Hateley were taking the corners side 
by side in full-lock slides, but when the 
checkered flag dropped, it was Scott in 
the lead, Hateley second and Tanner 
third, The third semi was another side 
by side battle between Jones and Con- 
serriere as Jones seemed to get a little 
better drive coming out.of the corner 
with Dave Stroman third and Mike Konle 
fourth. 

The fourth semi was a breeze for 
O’Brien as Ashwalt had to scratch and 
Bob Bender was put in as an alternate. 
Jack got in front and stayed there leaving 
the battling behind him between Cris- 
well, Holley and Bender. 

The crowd was on its feet from begin- 
ning to end in the C main as Tanner took 
the lead with Woods running side by side 
the whole race with the finish leaving 
Tanner the winner by only six inches, 
This was some of the best controlled 
sliding that we saw the whole eyening as

each of them had confidence in the other’s 
ability so there was no backing off in 
the entire race. 

As the B main lined up, it was Hateley 
who was figured to win over Conserriere, 
but Paul got off the line first and put on 
such a winning drive that Hateley slid 
out trying to catch him leaving second 
place to Criswell and it looked like third 
place would go to Bonner because even 
though Hateley had remounted, he was 
still a lap behind. But as fate wouldhave 
it, as Ron came across the line with one 
lap to go, he ran out of fuel and was not 
able to finish so Hateley wound up in the 
third place slot. 

The A main definitely had the top rid- 
ers of the evening in it, The line-up was 
comprised of some of the top riders in 
the country with Mulder on the pole, 
Scott, Jones and O’ Brien, Eddie had been 
out during the week doing a little prac- 
tice, and he was able to get the jump off 
the line. Though Scott was using every 
line through the corners to overtake 
him, he couldn’t quite do it, but in the 
meantime he and Eddie put on the wildest 
sliding show that the spectators cheering 
them on had ever seen. The finishing 
order was Mulder, Scott, O’Brien and 
Jones. 

The main comments in the pits seemed 
to be that this was the most fun any of 
the riders had ever had racing and just 
wait till next week, as a lot was learned 
by both riders and tuners, I advise you 
to get there early next Saturday night as 
there will be practice in the morning and 
afternoon till 4 p.m. and then the track 
will close down till 6 p.m, when it will 
open both for riders and spectators with 
practice beginning at 6:30. Sign-up will 
close at 7:30 p.m, with the races starting 
at 8:30. If any difficulty is encountered 
in finding the track, Whiteman Airport 
is adjacent to it and is shown onall L.A, 
maps covering the city of Pacoima,

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HOW TO STAGE 
AN ELECTION 
— FOR 


UN 
AND PROPHET 


By Roger Hull 

Its an election year and that means 
opinion polls, straw votes, mock con- 
ventions, and cancelled television favor- 
ites. By the time November 5 finally 
arrives, everybody will claim to be 
bored stupid with the whole campaign, 

Yeah? 

Then how come they voice angry 
opinions and quote from their favorite 
candidates at a sound level which is 
several decibels louder than that of a 
mufflerless chopper? 

Its obvious that motorcyclists -- 
just like ordinary people -- do watch 
pretty closely as the candidates pound 
their platforms and whistle their stops. 
. This is only fair considering the interest 
some of the incumbents have taken in 
motorcyclists, You know mandatory 
helmets, eye protection laws, and all 
those other confessions of motherly 
concern, As a result, it’s a rare rider 
who. hasn’t a definite opinion on each. 

It may seem quite a tour from motor- 
cycling to politics, but the two can be 
combined for fun and prophet in a 
different type of bike run. Basically, 
it’s a variation on the poker run (which, 
when you get right down to it, is almost 
identical to the elective process anyhow). 
Instead of drawing a card at each check 
point, the rider casts a ballot. At the 
end of the run, the votes are counted 
(or miscounted, depending upon how 
close the poll is suppose to resemble 
the real thing). It all results in just 
another opinion poll but one where the 
voting provides the fun, 

An election run can be sponsored by 
a small group. It requires the minimum 
of five check point attendants (of mixed 
Political heritage if possible), a batch 
of ballots (one mimeographed form can 
be gerrymandered to cover all the needs), 
five ballot boxes (unstuffed), and a few 
marking utensils (preferably some which 
don’t work -- just to add another little 
realistic touch to the proceedings). 

The procedure is as simple as a 
campaign poster. As each entrant signs 
in at the departure point, he is given 
a blind ballot; one minus the candidates’ 
names so he has no idea for whom he 
is voting (thus simulating the circum- 
stances in many local elections). The 
blind ballot is divided into four sections, 
Each rider selects one blank in each 
group, marks it with an X, signs his 
name on the back, and drops it in the 
first ballot box. His luck in selecting 
the proper blanks on his blind ballot 
will determine his score at the end. 

After casting his blind ballot, the 
rider takes off for the first polling 
place, There he is given the first of 
four ballots which do contain the names 
of candidates. He votes for the person 
of his choice and gives it to the check 
point attendant who tears off a stub 
and returns it to the rider (as proof 
he has voted at that particular check 
point). The ballot goes into the box and 
the rider goes on to the next precinct 
where the procedure is repeated, but 
for a different elective office. For ex- 
ample, the first ballot could be for 
Presidental choices; the second one 
for Vice Presidental preferences, and 
So on, 

By the time he checks in at the last 
precinct, the rider has marked one blind 
and four name ballots (the last one at 
the final destination) Now he awaits 
the election results, 

Meanwhile, back at the polls, the 
attendants are counting ballots to dis- 
cover the riders' preferences for the 
various offices. The results of these 
straw votes are compared to the blind 
ballots to determine which rider is 
the best political prognosticator.Inother 
words, just like the pundits who accu-

rately predict the legitimate election 
outcomes, the lucky one who guesses 
the best is the winner. 


Advance preparation for the run re- 
quires mimeographing a basic ballot 
form, This form should have voting 
blanks along the left hand side, a can- 
didate’s name (or write-in space) for 
each blank, and the voting category at 
the right hand side. Horizontally, the 
ballot is divided into four sections; one 
group for President, another for Vice- 
President, and the two other categories 
or Senator and Dogcatcher (which most 
people wouldn't vote for, anyhow). The 
more names per section, theless chance 
of a tie. There should be about ten 
selections available for the first two 
offices; at least five in the other two. 

The names can be those of any potential 
(or even non-potential) candidate -- 
convention results not withstanding 
(some people still want Stassen), For 
example, in the Presidental group such 
names as Snoopy. Lyndon Johnson (it 
just might happen, you know) ana Pat 
Paulsen could be included among such 
contenders as Nixon and Humphrey, 

Vice-Presidental candidates could be 
any (or all) of those running for Pres- 
ident plus a few other shady mounts 
like John Lindsay, Charles Percy, or 
even Raquel Welch. Of course, the list 
of names for the Senatorial race will 
depend upon the state (the one in which 
the run takes place, not that of the 
candidates themselves), All the legiti- 
mate candidates plus a couple of local 
characters can fill out this section. 
(The sample illustration is designed for 
California.) 

Finally, the possibilities for Dogcatch- 
er are endless, They might include any- 
body from Lyndon Johnson to Charlie 
Brown (both have had a certain amount 
of experience with Beagles); from Shirley 
Temple Black to Charles DeGaulle; or 
even members of the Election Run spon- 
soring group. In all categories, a write- 
in provision permits riders to come up 
with their own interesting suggestions. 

Once the ballot forms are prepared, 
the gerrymandering begins. The blind 
ballot is obtained by cutting off the left- 
hand side which contains only the voting 
blanks. This provides a long skinny 
ballot which can be marked at random 
and signed by each rider at the de- 
parture point. 

Cut a batch of ballot forms hori- 
zontally at each category division and 
quicker than you can throw a slug of 
mud, you have ballots for each of the 
various check points. All those from the 
top go to the first polls. The next batch 
to Poll Number 2, and so forth, 

The office designation at the right 
hand side of each ballot is the portion 
torn off by the check point attendant as 
the vote is cast. This stub is returned 
to the voting rider (or is it riding 
voter?) as proof he visited that particular 
precinct. 

When the forms are mimeographed, 
enough should be made to provide a 
supply equal to about 2,1 per partic- 
ipant -- plus a few spares for tallying 
the vote, posting the results, and for 
those idiots who are going to goof up 
their ballots. 

After the polls close, the attendants 
count the votes and determine which 
candidates rank first and second as 
favorites of the riders, The first pre- 
ference in each category is compared 
to the blind ballots. Each race is 
weighted differently. Presidental win- 
ners score 10 points, Vice-Presidents 
are worth 5 points (at least on this run), 
Senators are 3, and Dogcatchers get 1. 
Any rider who succeeds in predicting 
the correct outcome of all four races 
has a perfect score; 19 points, The odds 
are about the same as those favoring a 
return of prohibition. If a tie should 
occur, however, the tying riders are 
asked to predict the number two posi- 
tions in each category, and are scored 
again, Now the odds favoring another 
tie are about the same as those for a 
re-make of * The Wild One" with Tiny 
Tim in the Marlon Brando role. 

At the victory party (and there's got 
to be a victory party no matter who 
wins), the results are posted and then 
trophies are presented in the usual 
fashion (confused). Winners should be 
checked before hand to be sure they 
possess all four voting stubs; otherwise,

they are disqualified. 

For those who would like still another 
pin for their Harly hat, each rider can 
be given his choice of some honest-to- 
Washington campaign buttons (which the 
sponsoring group can obtain at the var- 
ious candidates’ headquarters) or, per- 
haps, some of the gag buttons (like the 
Snoopy or Pat Paulsen for President 
badges). can be given away. Bumper 
stickers and campaign posters might 
serve as ‘‘tour awards,’’ too, 

All in all, it’s not likely that an 
Election Run will alter anybody’s politi- 
cal faiths or make much of a splash 
on the national scene, But it is a good 
way to have a little fun (otherwise 
difficult to find in an election year) and, 
let’s face it, the results of the run will 
be no more valid than a politician’s 
smile, Anyhow, it’s not the results of 
the run which is the idea of the thing -- 
it’s the run which results,

After a shortintermission the program 
got on with the 100cc Main (which they 
call the Handicap main), It started off 
with Jim Capps leading Dennis Mayhew, 
but this lasted for three laps only, Then 
came the tornado, Joe Allen, working 
his way from the 45-yard line right into 
first place, Joe stretched it outandpick- 
ed up his second trophy for the night. 

In the 200cc Handicap Main Ed Thayer 
on his super-fast Bultaco came out for 
his second win, with Dick Tunner coming 
from the 45-yard line to place second. 
He put up a real good battle for the lead, 
but just couldn’t get through. 

Sacto Screamers 

The 250cc class would have been com- 
pletely dominated by Sacramento riders, 
if Butch Corder could have claimed his 
trophy for third place. But with Butch 
being a professional Expert, he was un- 
able to receive it. He rode just for the 
fun of riding. Sacramento still won the 
top two honors, when Ducati-mounted Joe 
Henry came off the line in front and led 
the entire race, Ray (Hole Shot) Vatne 
wheeled up for second, but slid out, Ray 
was not hurt; he got back up and in the 
race. But by this time Mike Corcoran 
(Bultaco) was in second place. Because 
Corder wasn’t counted as third man, this 
gave Manfred Heyrend (Yamaha) the 
show spot. 

Two-fifty rider Ralph Gutierrez, bet- 
ter known as the ''Spanish Flyer", has 
flown his last. He's decided to hang it up, 
for reasons no one really knows, Ralph 
rode a Bultaco, and with this bike tro- 
phied many times, mostly first and sec- 
ond places. He had just gone professional, 
ridden only twice at pro events, and 
placed well in both. We really hate to 
see him quit when he has so much poten- 
tial..but, then, that's his business.

We awoke to a cold, — 
dawning morning in the middle of 
the Southern California desert and 
proceeded to pop outof the sleep- 
ing bag, dance around trying to 
get warm and finally get the cof- 
fee on. The Cycle News crew in- 
cluding the publisher, ad man- 
ager, myself and our spouses de- 
cided on a camping trip at El 
Mirage Dry Lake to conduct a Bul- 
taco 350cc road testin and around 
the lake area. 


With the temperature around 40 de- 
grees we were rather skeptical about 
getting this super-healthy Spanish pro- 
duct to start after sitting all night in the 
damp cold air, But, to our.surprise, the 
Bultaco started on the first kick and 
after a little warm-up we began to put it 
through a few easy broadslides on the 
biliard table El Mirage surface. The 
56-inch wheelbase madethe Bul’ a natur- 
al slider and with the rubber supplied we 
just about went out of our minds sliding 
all over the desert floor. 


Super Suspension 


Caution was the word because of the 
newness of the engine so the speed and 
revving was kept to a reasonable range. 
Into the rough and hilly sections away 
from the lakebed we found the suspen- 
sion to be typical Bultaco — great. Al- 
though the tuned exhaust pipe is of down- 
swept design, we had no problems when 
meeting rather abruptly with rocks or 
low-lying trees. Using little in the way of 
revs, the 350 would pull all the way up 
the power band at a ferocious rate but 
still remained stable. The gear spacing 
is great for most types of competition — 
TT, desert, etc, 

The reported 42 horsepower seems to 
be rather optimistic but then so are the 
figures with most, of the other bikes in 
the industry. The 350 is very strong, is

But we should men- 
tion that most of the engine runs on either 
roller or needle bearings and looks asif 
the forethought in the Bultaco factory will 
pay off in the end with an extremely de- 
pendable machine. 


Looks Neat, Too 


El Bandido’s fiberglass is one of the 
finest production units that we’ve seenin 
a long time. The black and white color 
scheme was very well done and the re- 
sult is very good looking. Now we’ll have

The club had informed me the run was 
over rough terrain and after I rode it I 
thought it a lot like the Southern Nevada 
desert, The ground broke up into fine 
powder after only a few of the leaders 
passed over the course, making it quite 
dusty if you stayed directly behind an- 
other rider, The sandwashes were deep, 
sandy things, wide enough to pass easily 














dio slap hands a little as we get to the 
atrocious welding that seems to be a 
dominate gene in the production of motor- 
cycles from Spain, There's-plenty of 
metal on the seams but it would never 
pass a high school welding test as to 
neatness, The concentric Amalcarbure- 
tor works like a charm but I wouldn't 
want to have to take it apart between 
motos at a moto-cross, The tiny Phillips 
head screws that hold the carb together 
are extremely hard to remove and will 
strip easily. 

The front forks on the El Bandido are 
the beautiful six and one-half inch variety 
and the dampening is very good. Three- 
way adjustable rear shocks bearing the 
Betor stamp provided a good stable ride 
in the rough as well as TT action, 


More Padding, Please 


The 350's saddle is just too flat and 
hard. We would like to see a little more 
padding there as even the moto-cross 
boys would find it just a little too hard, 

El Bandido 350's power is overwhelm- 
ing and it should make a great TT bike 
or desert rig, but the power is there in- 
stantly and it would be better to have 
this more gradual for the moto-cross 
people, Basically the El Bandido 350cc 
Bultaco is a very good investment and 
would put you in there with a machine 
that has all the capabilities of making 
you a winner — if you have the guts to 
keep it on the pipe.

in most cases. This helped to sort out 
the riders and give usa restafter cross- 
ing the powdery stuff which developed 
into one bump after another, keeping you 
on your pegs constantly. 

The rocky sections weren't bad to me, 
being a rock hound from the Las Vegas 
area, but may have disenchanted those 
not used to riding in this type of terri- 
tory. At check one, a rolling check, you 
went straight up this cinder cone which 
sits all by itself at the edge of the El 
Mirage Dry Lake. The Lost Angels got 
their share of @#$%¢&*'s at the sight of 
this. The danger marks were well in 
advance of the approaching hazards and 
had club members there in most in- 
stances, but when you saw one you knew 
you’d better slow down because it was a 
real one: such as dropping into sand- 
washes, road crossing with 3-foot banks 
on both sides and rocks up the crest of 
the ridge with the course making an 
abrupt turn at the top, 

Bergquist Takes Easy Victory 

Bultaco-mounted Bergquist, fresh 
from the Stardust 7-11, where he and 
Gary Preston took first overall on a 
Long Beach Honda, sailed to the win in 
easy form and was seen on the course 
riding with one hand and feet in the air.

This great service is a costly one, 
though, and it is increasingly hard for 
the North Hollywood Helicopter firm 
to make the day in the desert pay for 
itself, Pilot Jim Lasley informs us 
that he will take anyone up before the 
races for a flight over the desert at 
a nominal charge of $5.00, which is a 
real bargain for those of you who know 
what it costs to keep these rigs in the 
air, This would also make for a few 
great aerial shots for you shutterbugs. 
What a great way to ride the desert! 

Seriously, it would be an overwhelming 
loss if mounting costs were to force 
this service to stop. So, if you're out 
in the desert for a District 37 point 
run and find the chopper, take a rideand 
have a ball and at the same time you'll 
know you're helping keep this emer- 
gency service available.

As there were 342 total sign-ins you 
can imagine that there were some out- 
standingly beautiful machines entered in 
the bike judging so the judges had a very 
difficult job but came up with the follow- 
ing decisions: in the 0-400cc stock class 
Jerry Maelard narrowly beat out Ken 
Ferguson and inthe semi-custom George 
and Wilmer Streeter took 1st and 2nd to 
keep all the gold in the family. In the 


401-900cc classes Bernie Clark squeak- 
ed by Phyllis Clark to win the stock di- 
vision. Leonard Collings won the modi- 
fied leaving second to J.A. Lloyd. Semi- 
custom topper was Mel Magnet who out- 
shone Darrell Hill Hous. Judging of the 
900cc-plus classes found Earl Kennicutt 
and Ronald Derouin taking the two top 
stock positions, Eugene Lafferty’s bike 
was judged best in the modified stock 
class with Freddy Hayes awarded runner 
up, Top semi-custom prize went to Odie 
Porterfield with Pete Fazio taking sec- 
ond. Ruben Landron’s perennial winner 
was again awarded first in the custom 
bikes with Jack Corliss second. 

While the judging was going on, Robert 
Ward and Jack Cauthen were in the big 
cafeteria building, preparing fried chick- 
en with all the trimmings for the tour 
participants. Everyone ate heartily and 
enjoyed the efforts of the cooks, As the 
evening wore on, the crowd wandered 
over to the huge J.C, Loomis Hall where 
there was plenty of room for everyone to 
have a table to sit at and enjoy refresh- 
ments or joinin the dancing as they chose, 
It was the first time in a long series of 
motorcycle tours where there was plenty 
of room for everyone to enjoy the festi- 
vities and trophy presentations, A talent 
contest saw trophies going to B.L, Miller 
for singing, Lee Duncan for piano playing 
and J, Radant for playing the drums, In 
the wee small hours of the morning the 
tour members crawled into their pup 
tents or went back to their motels tograb 
a few hours rest before the Sunday 
field events.

Mayor Charles Reader and the 
city council, although notactually in con- 
tact, gave their blessing to the affair and 
upon its conclusion stated that they en- 
joyed having the motorcyclists as their 
guests for the week end, and issued a 
sincere invitation for them to return next 
year. On behalf of the touring fraternity, 
the Terrapins accepted their kind offer 
and thus perpetuated ‘‘The Hemet Tour.’’ 

Through the tireless efforts of Martha 
Palmer and her sign-in crew, Ann Cau- 
then, Robert McKernan and Mildred and 
Les Ward, the registrations went 
smoothly and with a minimum of delay as

After a rough and hot twenty-two- mile

now-second-man, Steve Staats, #95 on a 
Bultaco. Bergquist had run into some 
trouble and didn’t make it around, and 
Patrick had to pull into the pits witha 
flat tire. Steve Kirk, #27 on a Triumph 
was third (he’s running second in the 
point standings), and Tim Smith, #069, 
"was fourth. 

The places didn't change much on the 
second loop, but the heat was starting to

The hotly contested trail bike race,

The start was at the bottom of asandy 
hill; at the drop of the banner all of the 
130 riders fired up and dropped it into 
low, speed-shifted to second, and hoped 
that they could make the hill without bog- 
ging down.

After some difficulty with the P,A, 
system, the TT races at the South Gate 
track got underway on June 20 with the 
fact very much in evidence that Gary 
Bailey is in for more competition for his 
Hodaka in the 100cc class and for his 
Greeves in the 250cc, although he is the 
point leader in both classes, 

The first indication of trouble for Gary 
was in the first heat which was taken by 
Jimmy Raymond(Suzuki) who grabbed the 
lead and never left an opening for Gary 
to get by. Gary came in second to earn 
a position in the Trophy Dash with Jimmy 
and second heat race winner Dale Hopkins 
(Hodaka), 

As the flag was dropped for the Trophy 
Dash, Jimmy jumped into the lead with 
Gary right behind him and Gary Scott 
(Honda) in third. Raymond seemed to 
have a little more power out of the 
corners and despite some fine riding by 
Bailey, Jimmy took the Trophy Dash for 
the second straight week, 


RAYMOND, SKOV STEAL SO. GATE SHORT TRACK

Wednesday night, June 19, Trojan Race- 
way in South Gate, Calif. was again the 
scene of some of the most exciting short 
track racing to be found in the Southland 
as the 100cc class got underway with 
point leader Paul Wilde easily winning 
his heat, It looked like he was determined 
to get back into that Main Event winner’s 
circle which has been so evasive the last 
few weeks, 

The second heat found last week’s win- 
ner Jimmy Raymond (Suzuki) in a fierce 
battle with Alex Yerkes (Suzuki), Jimmy 
got the jump off the line and held it for 
two laps when Yerkes got a wheel under 
him in the corner and as they roared 
out of the corner under power, Yerkes 
took over the lead, Jimmy was dogging 
his rear wheel and trying to get it back, 
but he suddenly developed handling prob- 
lems and as he came down the straight- 
away, it was evident that he was running 
with a flat tire; however he had already 
gained enough of a lead that he was able 
to nurse it to the finished line for a 
well-deserved second place, 


Rapid Pit Crew 
This earned Jimmy a spot in the third 
heat which was separated from the second 


heat by two 250cc heats and here was an 
example of the advantage of being spon- 


Raymond Romps 


As they lined up for the Main Event, 
the tension could be felt as the top riders 
were on the front row, Again it turned in- 
to a Raymond and Bailey duel with 
Jimmy riding like gangbusters and keep- 
ing Gary behind him all the way, butthis 
time they didn't leave the pack behindas 
Gary Scott (Honda) and Sonny Nutter 
(Hodaka) stayed right with them in third 
and fourth all the way to the checkered 
flag. Fifth place was Dale Hopkins (Hod- 
aka) and in sixth position was Troy 
McKee (Hodaka). 


Bailey Bounces Back 


Gary made up for his losses in the 100cc 
class by storming through the 250cc class 
winning his heat and then coming back 
to take the trophy dash win, In the Main 
Event Gary again jumped into the lead 
with R.W., Ring (Husqvarna) right behind 
him, As the race progressed, Bailey 
stretched his lead out more and more, 


sored by the local dealer as his pitcrew 
from Rio Hondo Marine rushed back to 
the shop in South Gate, stripped a com- 
plete wheel from another racer, and got 
it back on his machine in time for 

Jimmy to make his heat, 

The first 250cc heat found smooth-riding 
Carroll Skov taking the win from wire to 
wire, but not without some opposition 
from Dennis Burkman (Honda) who 
couldn’t get quite enough ponies out of his 
machine to get around Carroll’s very 
fast Bultaco. 

The second 250cc heat saw Harold 
Mortensen (Bultaco) in the lead only 
to have a restart called when Chuck 
Saxton (Honda) was knocked down in 
the corner, The restart was a definite 
advantage for Saxton as he took the lead 
when Mortensen got a little anxious at the 
line and got the wheel up in the air and 
had to settle for the third slot off the 
line, Dropping in behind Saxton for sec- 
ond was Eddie Walker (Triumph) who 
stayed behind Chuck all the way for the 
second place spot, 

In the third 100cc heat, Dan Hazel 
(Yamaha) grabbed the lead through the 
first corner, but was unable to hold 
back Jimmy Raymond who had a new 
rear wheel on his machine and was 
determined to make it to the Trophy 
Dash as he stretched his lead out every 
lap, 

Wilde Chain Hassle 


The 100cc Trophy Dash found Paul 
Wilde riding like his old self as he was 
doing an excellent job of keeping Jimmy 


but the second, third and fourth positions 
were close with Ring holding back Eddie 
Walker (Triumph) and Gary Scott (Yam- 
aha), They raced the full twelve laps in 
this order, but so close, it could have 
changed the positions any time, but 
they finished that way with fifth place 
going to Jerry Formby (Yamaha), The 
sixth place finisher was a boy who had 
some hard luck in the third heat race, as 
Robert Williams Jr, (Greeves) was lead- 
ing the third 250cc Heat race and going for 
his first chance at the trophy dash, he 
killed the engine on the hairpin withonly 
a half lap to go for the win, He got it 
going again in time to take a third, but 
that had put him out of the Dash, 

Now that vacation time is here, the 
riders are competing in full force, so 
if you would like to see some exciting 
TT racing, come out to Trojan Race- 
way every Thursday night at 8:00 p.m.

Raymond and Alex Yerkes behind him, 
but then Lady Luck stepped in and he 
threw his rear chain off the sprocket 
with a half-a-lap to go, and Jimmy got 
himself another Dash trophy to take 
home. The 250cc Trophy Dash went to 
Carroll Skov as he repeated his wire 
to wire win of the previous week, The 
semi-main wins went to Norm Benham 
(Hodaka) in the 100cc class to Eddie 
Walker in the 250cc class, 

The 100cc main was action-packed 
and the lead was immediately taken 
over by Paul Wilde as Raymond moved 
into second and Yerkes into third, They 
progressed this way for three laps, and 
Raymond and Yerkes were moving up 
behind Wilde; then when Paul slid 
wide, they both moved under him, but 
he was able to come right back and 
get Yerkes, but his Yamaha again lost 
the chain and put him out of the running, 
As Raymond and Yerkes battled all the 
way to the finish line, they stretched 
their lead out over third place finisher 
Norm Benham (Hodaka) and fourth place 
man Dan Hazel (Yamaha), 

The 250cc Main was a runaway for 
Carroll Skov as he completed his sweep 
of the night by taking the checkered 
flag with a half-lap lead over second and 
third place men Dennis Burkman(Honda) 
and Eddie Walker (Triumph), who put 
on a little duel of their own, The fourth 
slot went to Chuck Saxton (Honda) with 
Don Finley (Bultaco) coming across for 
fifth, beating out Frank Barrena (Bul- 
taco) by inches,
